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Wells, Fargo cover, Stockton, Cal., to New Westminster, turned over to Dietz 
& Nelson’s Express by Wells, Fargo for forwarding from Victoria to New 
Westminster. As Victoria was the only Wells, Fargo office in the colonies, 
the 214d stamp, shown under “Collect” mark, was the fee charged by the B.C. 
Post Office on all Wells, Fargo mail after April, 1867. 
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THOSE PHILATELIC MAPS 


Over 500 congratulatory letters have been received since Ive started to 
send these out. Many of the letters claim these are one of the finest phila- 
telic aids ever introduced. Perhaps. Am not particularly satisfied with the 
first set of maps turned out but the second group now ready for distribution 
is a vast improvement. 


The idea is quite simple. Many a collector has wanted maps of the various 
countries he is interested in, to illustrate his collection all the better. One 
can cut up an atlas, it’s true, but it’s a messy job and looks like it, no mat- 
ter how one dresses up an atlas map. One can draw a map but it does take 
at least half a day to produce even a single map and if colors are desired, well 
most of us just forget about the whole business. 


What I supply are neat uniform size maps specially hand drawn for col- 
lectors and printed on an offset lithographic press in from 4 to 7 colors! They 
are small enough to fit on any album page. At present am not printing them in 
any particular order but later on will have them available in sets such as all 
the British Colonies, French Colonies, Western Hemisphere, etc., etc. In fact 
the program calls for an eventual 800 different maps, available in any group- 
ing desired at a very low cost! Such sets will only be available to subscribers. 


I have invested $12,000.00 in proper printing equipment, etc., plus two 
hours daily to produce these things (it takes 8 solid hours to make the print- 
ing plates for jus} a single country map) and invite both collectors and deal- 
ers to support this venture. One look at these Philatelic Maps and the possi- 
bilities become apparent. It is only necessary to read the very many enthusi- 
astic letters I am getting daily to realize that here is a device that will greatly 
increase interest in our hobby. 


The cost is $1.00 per year and for this yearly sum each subscriber will get 
60 different maps the first year and 100 or more, succeeding years. I hope to 
complete the program in about five years. Actually the maps are sent free as 
in addition I also send to each subscriber one or more worthwhile stamps 
which in themselves are worth $1.00 upwards. Present subscribers are getting 
stamps that are worth several dollars. 


Later on subscribers will have the chance to buy the maps at a nominal 
figure in sets as desired. After all, any collector can use more than just one 
of a kind. Those received monthly, which do not fit in with any collector’s 
needs, should be saved and presented to some junior collector. 


Remittances should be in the form of a dollar bill. None of these new U.S. 
postal notes as they are not cashable in Canada. 


The Philatelic Maps are sent out monthly and with them come other in- 
formative circulars or various offers. Collectors joining now, will start with the 
first set. No unsolicited approvals are sent out at any time. 


Might mention here that it would pay any collector to get on my mailing 
list service. even if the idea of Philatelic Maps arouses no interest. This is but 
one of several projects I have lined up. Sometime this autumn will commence 
work on a rather ambitious plan, something that will develop probably more 
interest than these maps. 


I’ve a vast stock of stamps and am always buying more but it’s difficult to 
choose on some specific offer so those who subscribe to the above are also in- 
vited to send an extra $1.00 to $100.00 and to state what they are mos inter- 
ested in. Don’t send specific want lists, just a general outline. If I feel I have 
something worthwhile to send out, it will be sent and tip top value is guar- 
anteed. If nothing is available prompt refund is made as no credit slips are 
issued unless a customer wishes me to hold the money till something in his 
line comes along. 


Sending any extra sum is of course up to the customer. At no time do I 
require that this or that be purchased in order to get on my mailing list

WHAT WILL RESULT ? 


With war in Europe concluded and the business of re-adjust- 
ment proceeds, one wonders what effect it will have on philately! 


Already we note from office mail that increased interest is devel- 
oping in our service in England and other Empire points. How long 
it will be before traffic in stamps from overseas develops we do not 
know, but anticipate a bid will be made for the market as soon as 
permissible. 


For long, dealers on this side of the Atlantic have had the field 
pretty much to themselves. It would seem that they will thus need 
to prepare for this overseas competition. Prices have boomed on 
better stamps during the last few years—particularly referring to 
B.N.A. Will these prices maintain? In many instances we believe 
they will as pre-war prices were far too low on the better B.N.A. 
Some prices may recede. On the other hand we imagine war casual- 
ties among stamp collections overseas will create a demand for re- 
placement. It’s anybody’s guess, of course, but we do see a widen- 
ing in stamp traffic before long.

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Wells, Fargo & Co. Express 


IN VANCOUVER ISLAND AND BRITISH COLUMBIA 


By R. NAIRNE and G. E. WELLBURN

The part played in the postal 
history of the Colonies of Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia by the 
Express companies is a fascinating 
one, and the almost endless combin- 
ations of rates, routes, and post- 
marks which can be found on the 
private express covers emanating 
from these colonies, together with 
the romantic circumstances sur- 
rounding their use, has resulted in 
their being ranked amongst the gems 
of the philatelic world. 


It is interesting to outline the 
unique conditions that led the British 
government to permit foreign car- 
riers to take part in the business of 
the Post Office, whereby the Expres- 
ses, the Colonial Post Office and the 
American Post Office each collected 
a share of the resulting revenue. 


When the vast territory of New 
Caledonia, (as the mainland of 


British Columbia was originally 
known) was placed under the control 
of the Colonial Office in London, 
England, it constituted one of the 
most remote of all the British pos- 
sessions, and months had to elapse 
before communications could be ex- 
changed between the new colonies 
and the mother country. Until 1858 
there were only a few hundred white 
fur traders scattered throughout the 
country, and their postal require- 
ments were of a modest nature, and 
taken care of by the brigades of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. The head- 
quarters of the Hudson’s Bay Comp- 
any was at Fort. Victoria on the 
southern end of Vancouver Island. 


From these enormous Hudson’s Bay 
holdings two Crown Colonies were 
formed. Vancouver Island ‘became 
the first of these in 1850, and later, 
in 1858 the mainland, from the Pacif- 


e 
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ic across to the Rockies, became 
known as the Colony of British Col- 
umbia. 

In 1858 gold was discovered in the 
Fraser River, and this resulted in 
one of the greatest rushes in mining 
history. During that year some 
30,000 people passed through Victor- 
ia on the way to the diggings, the 
majority of them being miners from 
California, where the surface gold 
had begun to peter out. Victoria be- 
came the trading centre for the min- 
ers, and within a few months its pop- 
ulation jumped from about four hun- 
dred to a boom town of several 
thousands, although by 1859 its 
stable population settled down to 
about two thousand. 


California Expresses 


The sudden swarm of Americans 
into the little colonies gave rise to 
many urgent problems, amongst 
which the delivery and despatch of 
the mails was one of the most press- 
ing. 

Fortunately for the government 
it happened that a solution for a sim- 
ilar problem had already been found 
in California a few years earlier. As 
in British Columbia a sudden influx 
of thousands of gold seekers had 
swamped the meagre facilities of the 
little post office at San Francisco. 
The miners soon demanded a better 
service and were willing to pay well 
anyone who would provide it. Private 
enterprise was quick to seize the op- 
portunity and so express companies 
sprang up along the routes followed 
by the miners, and some of these 
were soon developed to a point where 
they were able to offer a far more 
efficient and reliable system of 
handling the mails than the Post Of- 
fice could possibly give. 

Among the express companies, one 
was outstanding, this being the firm 
of Wells, Fargo and Company which 
was organized in 1852 and soon be- 


came of national scope and import- 
ance. 
It was therefore natural that an 


agency of Wells Fargo should follow 
the miners north to their new hunt- 
ing grounds. The postal authorities 
in Vancouver Island and British Col- 
umbia were only too glad to avail 


themselves of the proffered service, 
just as had the post office in Cali- 
fornia under similar circumstances. 


Wells Fargo’s Victoria Office. 

On July 17, 1858, Wells Fargo and 
Company published their first adver- 
tisement in the “VICTORIA GAZ- 
ETTE” newspaper. They announced 
their readiness to handle mails to 
and from Califoria and points east 
over their express lines, to buy and 
ship gold dust, and to transact a gen- 
eral banking business as well.

For a short time Freeman and 
Company was a keen competitor, but 
the supremacy of the larger organiz- 
ation soon became apparent, and in 
1859 Freeman’s Express was absorb- 
ed by Wells Fargo. During its short 
life in British Columbia the former 
company provided stamp collectors 
with some very rare franks and 
covers. 

Under the terms of the Colonial 
Government, Wells Fargo and Comp- 
any were permitted to handle mails 
throughout the Colonies, as well as 
to and from outside points, provided 
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they paid a fee of 5 cents on each let- more convenient to use the stamps 
ter so carried. An exception was of this neighboring country rather 
made in the case of incoming letters than those of Great Britain, which 


from the United States, the Colonial 


Post Office waiving the postal tax 
on these. 
This agreement was very similar 


to that which existed between the 
United States Post Office and the 
Company, the former demanding 
that the full U.S. postage be paid on 
all express mail originating in, or 
passing though the United States. 
To facilitate this, U.S. stamped en- 
veloped were printed with Wells 
Fargo’s Express “frank”, —3 cent 
envelopes being generally used in 
California and 10 cent envelopes be- 
ing used for points in the Eastern 
States. Letters destined for delivery 
beyond the Wells Fargo system 
would travel as far as possible over 
the company’s lines and would then 
be turned over to the American Post 
Office where they would be included 
with the ordinary mails. In such 
cases United States adhesives would 
be added to the full amount of post- 
age necessary to conform with the 
American postal rates prevailing at 
the time. 

A person in Victoria, therefore, 
handing in a letter to Wells Fargo 
for delivery in, say, San Francisco, 
would pay 25 cents (“two bits”) for 
the franked envelope, which included 
the 5 cents tax to the Vancouver 
Island Post Office, and the 3 cents 
fee for the United States govern- 
ment. If the letter were addressed to 
a point beyond the Wells Fargo 
system—Montreal, for instance, the 
rate would be 87% (“three bits”), 
and U.S. stamps would be added as 
reguired. (In the case of Montreal, 
U.S. postage was 15 cents). 


We therefore, see that it was 
necessary for not only Wells Fargo 
& Co., but for both the Colonial Post 
Offices as well, to have for sale an 
assortment of United States postage 
stamps, an arrangement probably 
without parallel in the history of 
any other British Colony. The reason 
for this extraordinary state of af- 
fairs was that all mails for outside 
points had to be routed through the 
United States, so that it was far 


would probably have been used had 
not the geographical situation and 
the difficulties of direct British com- 
munication with the Pacific made it 
impracticable. As for having their 
Own stamps, the small population 
and meager revenue available did not 
warrant the expense of such an issue 
until two years later. 


Colonial Handstamped Franks. 


Until 1860, the Post Office at 
Victoria used handstamps to denote 


payment of the 5 cents postal fee. 
Four of these were used, the first 
and the rarest being the “Customs 


Crown”—really a brass seal intended 
for impressing wax, for use by the 
Collector of Customs and Harbor 
Master on shipping documents. But 
as this official happened to be Post- 
master as well, and as no other de- 
vice was available, he used it for 
franking letters into the bargain. In 
1859 a special post office handstamp 
was secured from San Francisco con- 
sisting of the words “VICTORIA V. 
I. / POST / OFFICE” in a double 
lined oval. To supplement this an- 
other one, probably made locally, was 
used about the same time, reading 
“VICTORIA, V PAID /° VL- = -wrth- 
out a frame. The former was gen- 
erally used on letters turned into the 
Post Office, and the latter used on 
Wells Fargo Express covers. Both 
are rare. 

An oval frank presumably made 
in England, worded “POST OFFICE, 
VICTORIA, V.I.” and with the Royal 
Coat of arms in the centre, came in- 
to use in 1860, and this is the one 
usually seen on Wells Fargo en- 
velopes. Still another frank was got 
in 1863, a long single-lined oval, en- 
closing the words “POST OFFICE 
/ PAID / VICTORIA VANCOUVER 
ISLAND”, but this was used almost 
entirely for postal mail, and has not 
been seen on a Wells Fargo cover. 

For the sake of convenience the 
Wells Fargo branch at Victoria was 
in the habit of handing in bulk lots 
of their franked U.S. embossed en- 
velopes to the post office, where they

tendance. The truth is collectors are 
too lazy to turn out, offering un- 
limited excuses. In the experience of 
some members it is very discourag- 
ing to attend these meetings with 
the hopes of either buying or selling 
stamps. In one instance I know of, 
one collector offered another, stamps 
that collector needed, at less than 
any dealers price, was refused, learn- 
ing a few days later that this col- 
lector sent to — for exactly 
the same stamps, paying 30% more. 
I believe a collector should patronize 
his club first, even if he had to pay 
10% over dealers’ prices. 

Post Office Service 

During the course of a year I have 
quite a correspondence from all over 
Canada. One, when receiving letters, 
generally looks at the post mark, no 
doubt for many reasons. He will find 
light and dark, clear and dull post- 
marks. Some are exciting, some 
cause one to pull his hair when he 
finds a nice first day cover ruined 
by some one who would like to use a 
‘brush. Kamloops, B.C., deserves 
every praise for the servicing of let- 
ters. Nice clear postmarks all the 
time. This is an every day service 
that is commendable. Fredericton, N. 
B., on the other hand is the opposite. 
I had 100 covers ruined on two spec- 
ial events, and the way they use the 
dater is beyond belief. Just a smooch 
—ruining everything. 

Obituary 

Stamp collectors in the Maritimes, 
and throughout the world, will be 
sorry to hear of the passing of 
Thomas Stryan, of Fredericton, N.B., 
quite suddenly on May 18th. A vet- 
eran of both first and second World 
wars, and a prisoner in Germany two 
years in the Ist war, at beginning of 
9nd World war he enlisted in the 
89th Battery and went overseas in 
1940. In October, 1943, he returned 
to Fredericton and was attached to 
the pay office. Stricken with a heart 
attack while at work he passed away 


at his home shortly thereafter. Left 
to mourn are his wife and two 
daughters. Sergt. Stryan was one of 
the foremost collectors of the east. 
He was at one time President, Secre- 
tary and Committee Chairman of the 
Fredericton Stamp Club. — Stan.

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History Portrayed in Postage Stamps 


In the reading of an 
article by K. N. Allen 
on Australian history 
as depicted in postage 
stamps, we have taken 
much of the following: 


Not on one stamp, 
of course, but in suc- 
ceeding series of com- 
memorative issues, Australian Post- 
al Authorities have presented an art- 
istic cavaleade of major events from 
the landing of the first settlers in 
1788 to World War II. 


In passing we might note: 


World War II inspired a July, 1940, 
issue of a 1d (green), 2d (red), 3d 
(blue) and 6d (brown). Figures rep- 
resenting the Navy, Army and Air 
Force with the head and shoulders of 
an Australian nurse in the back- 
ground formed a simple but effective 
design. Australian artist Virgil 
Reilly executed the work. Figures 
were taken from real life, including 
the nurse for whom Reilly’s wife act- 
ed as model. The three servicemen 
models have since been killed. 


First to fall was the airman. He 
was Squadron Leader Arthur Hicks 
who died of injuries received in an 
aircraft accident in England in June, 
1941. The naval rating, Leading Sea- 
man Charles Bruce was a gunlayer 
on the British transport liner “Cer- 
amic” which sank in the Atlantic 
with all hands. The soldier, Reilly’s 
eldest son, Gavan, was killed in a 
Japanese ambush near Buna Mission 
(British -New Guinea) in December, 
1941. 

Australian postage stamp history 
was brought up-to-date with the 
issue on February 19, 1945, of three 
stamps to commemorate the appoint- 
ment of the Duke of Gloucester as 
First Royal Governor-General of the 
Commonwealth. 

Issues were 214d (red), 312d (blue) 
and 5%d (blue-black). Central fig- 
ures in the design were portraits of 
- the Duke in military uniform and the 
Duchess in the uniform of the Wom- 
en’s Auxiliary Air Force. Over the 





oval panels in which the portraits 
were set were sprays of British oak 
and Australian gum (eucalypt) 
leaves. 


Among other Australian commem- 
orative sets are: 


1927—“Opening of Parliament at 
Canberra”, showing the Parliament 
Buildings. 

1929—“‘Centenary of Western Aus- 
tralit”, showing a black swan. 

1930—“Capt. Stuart Centenary”, 
showing picture of the intrepid voy- 
ager. 

1931—“Kingford Smith’s World 
Flights”, showing airplane over two 
hemispheres. 

1932—“Sydney Harbour Bridge”, 
showing bridge with Orient liner “Or- 
ford” passing under arch. 

1934—“Centenary of Victoria”, 
showing view of present day Mel- 
bourne, and Yarra-yarra native at 
left. 

1934—“Capt. MacArthur 
ary”, showing Merino sheep. Capt. 
John MacArthur is regarded as the 
founder of the Australian wool in- 
dustry. | 


Centen- 
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1935 — “Anzac Commemorative”, 
showing the Cenotaph at Whitehall, 
London, Eng., and marking the 20th 
anniversary of the Australian land- 
ing at Gallipoli on April 25, 1915. 

1935—‘Silver Jubilee’, showing 
King Geo. V in Field Marshall’s uni- 
form, mounted on His charger. 

1936—“‘Commemorating the Open- 
ing of the Submarine Telephone Com- 
munication to Tasmania, showing al- 
legorical figure of Amphitrite, wife 
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of King Neptune, standing on sea- 
shell and clasping cable linking 
mainland and Tasmania. 

1936—“Centenary of South Aus- 
tralia”, showing Adelaide of 1836 
with its tents at left and present day 
Adelaide to right. The Proclamation 
Tree is shown in foreground, and a 
group of agricultural products is 
featured above. 

1938—150th Anniversary”, show- 
Governor Phillip, founder of the first 
settlement in Australia, and a group 
of officers at Sydney Cove. 

Also, as other parts of the Empire, 
the Ascension of King Geo. VI, in 
1937, was marked by a set of stamps, 
showing the King and Queen in Cor- 
onation robes. 

Australian stamps in other and 
Pictorial issues show the Kangaroo, 
Kookaburra bird, lLyrebird, Koala 
native bear, the Platypus duckbill 
animal, and Emu native bird. 





OTTAWA POSTMARKS 
By F. W. Campbell 
Ottawa postoffice dates from Jan. 


1, 1854, when it changed from By- 
Town—according to a postoffice cir- 


cular in Burton Historical Library, 
Detroit, among the voluminous 
papers of the Manitowaning post- 
master, luckily preserved in the 
Indian Agency of Fort Malden 
papers. 


By-Town had four different hand- 
stamps between its opening in 1829 
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and closing in 1854. Not many cities 
used four handstamps in ‘the’ early 
period. 

Ottawa has a great variety of 
handstamps, the “City of Ottawa” 
probably being first style, and “Ot- 
tawa-City” following closely. Many 
variations in style exist for this city, 
probably being experimented with 
in order to find improvements that 
would be worth-while. None are rare, 
the ones with PAID as part of name 
being most scarce. 

The“C” and “O” inserted in -H= 
lustrations may be missing at times, 
probably being a clue to some in- 
dividual clerk that used that letter. 
In other cities letters, low numerals 
or a Star or a dash are quite com- 
monly noted used this way. 

Aylmer-Ottawa was a few miles 
away in Quebec and probably had 
the odd designation to distinguish it 
from Aylmer, Ontario. Aylmer was 
in Ottawa county, Quebec, hence the 
“Ottawa”. Other uses of this com- 
bination of county or township name 
are Waterloo-Kingston, St. Anns- 
Lincoln, French Village-Kingsley, 
Bell’s Corners-Nepean. 

About 1868 the distinguishing of 
places with same name in two prov- 
inces was arranged by adding East 
(Quebec) or West (Ontario) to such 
places as St. Thomas, St. Catherines, 
Aylmer. 

In postmaster general reports up 
to 1870 quite often no province was 
given in the lists of post offices, the 
few duplicate names being handled 
by this East-West method. It is dif- 
ficult in such reports to distinguish 
which province the less-known places 
are in. Scobie’s and Lovells alman- 
acs of the period give province, post- 
master name, and electoral county, 
but at times a place is in the P.M.G. 
Report and not in the Almanac, and 
the province is unknown in a few 
such instances.

by Walter Purkis.

Years ago We were sent specimen 
copies of POPULAR STAMPS—and 
tossed them aside with the thought: 
“Just another one!” We confess with 
much regret that we never subscrib- 
ed to or advertised in it until 1943. 
Now Mr. E. E. Puls of Birmingham, 
Mich., has kindly sent us cut-outs 
from P.S. for 1941-42 which contain- 
ed R. A. Odell’s “Flag Cancellations”. 
In actual value to us, this one series 
would have repaid the sub. price a 
hundredfold. We now note that this 
is being reprinted in booklet form by 
the Editor for just 30c. (Take our 
initial order, Mac, for 20 copies and 
we won’t enquire about discounts). 
"Nuff said about that. 


But we will add a little advice to 
collectors who want it: If you are 
collecting Canadian Slogan cancels— 
SAVE THE ENTIRE ENVELOPE— 
you can always cut, but never rejoin, 
and as far as we can determine the 
opinion of those who actually buy, 
by cutting to 2x4 you cut off 9/10 of 
the value. 


We are able to give the COM- 
PLETE Post Office Slogan history 
for one town this month. COLEMAN, 
Alberta, is a prosperous coal mining 
town of about 3,000, located on the 
Crow’s Nest Pass right against the 
British Columbia boundary. 

We got a new type recently from 
there: Same old slogan, “AIR-MAIL/ 
SAVES TIME” but the plane þe- 
tweeen the wording, instead of being 
the old “impossible” Toronto type 
was new and up-to-date. 

The Postmaster, Mr. (F. H. Gra- 
ham, has supplied us with the follow- 
ing information: “We have been us- 
ing a “Universal” Cancelling Mach- 
ine in this office since June, 1943. 
In November of the same year the 
Department supplied us with a die 
slug “Conserve Coal, Save One Ton 
in Five”. This being a large coal 
centre was the reason for supplying 
the slug. 

“The “AIR MAIL” slug has been 
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in use at this office since the morn- 
ing of April 17th, 1945, although the 
use of it must be approved by the 
Public Relations Branch of the Post 
Office Department, the slug is owned 
by this office, and will be used at 
different times to promote the 
growth of Canada’s Air Mail Service. 

“The die slug was ordered especial- 
ly for this office and cast from a 
master die. There is no other die ex- 
actly the same as this being used, 
that I am aware of. The drawing was 
submitted to me before the actual 
work was completed, and I may say 
that I like it very much, especially 
the drawing of the modern twin pro- ~ 
peller machine, which is an exact 
picture of the machines used by the 
TGA? 

There are three “EVENT” slogans 
to report this month: “CHILD- 
REN’S. / MILK FUND / TAG DAY/ 
MAY 12”, from Toronto; “CONG- 
RES ETUDIANT / JOLIETTE / 24 
- Mai - 1945”, in French only from 
Joliette, and “CONGRES “®#TUDI- 
ANT / NATIONAL / STUDENT 
CONGRESS / 25 Juin - June 25” 
from Montreal.. 

Peterborough, Kingston, Colling- 
wood and Levis (Bi) used “STAMP 
OUT V.D.” during April and early 
May. Saskatoon and Moose Jaw 
used “STAMP OUT / SYPHILIS / 
IN / Saskatchewan” during May. 
There is difficulty in securing these 
cancels as they only have two to 
three weeks use in each town. 


No NEW slogans have come to our 
notice. Several cases of re-use of old 
slogans are known but not listed this 
month on accout of laek of space. No 
slogans of any kind have been used 
in Pacific coast towns since April 2.

would, on payment of the total V. I. 
postage, be officially franked in ad- 
vance with the. post office hand 
stamp. 

While it was customary for cor- 
respondents wishing to express their 
letters to enclose them in these Wells 
Fargo franked envelopes, it occasion- 
ally happened that a letter would be 
handed in, enclosed in an ordinary 
plain envelope. But the American 
postal law compelled Wells Fargo to 
use U.S. stamped envelopes, so in 
such a case the express company 
would take one of their own covers, 
which had been already handstamped 
by the Victoria Post Office, add the 
additional American adhesives neces- 
sary to prepay it to its destination, 
and glue this onto the customer’s 
cover, back to back. Thus the whole 
Wells Fargo frank with its adhesives 
would in a sense act as one oversize 
postage stamp. These are known as 
“yaste-ups” and are quite scarce, as 
they were usually destroyed by the 
recipient when opening the lletter. 


Although Wells Fargo franked 
covers were in use throughout Brit- 
ish Columbia, the only office the 
Company maintained was at Victoria, 
on -Vancouver Island. Wells Fargo 
made no attempt to compete with the 
British Columbia express companies 
operating up the Fraser River and 
into the Cariboo, but rather appoint- 
ed as their agents the existing com- 
panies operating over those rotues. 
The most important of these which 
were; W. J. Ballou who established 
his Pioneer Fraser River Express in 
June 1858; Dietz & Nelson’s British 
Columbia and Victoria Express, 
which bought out Ballou in 1862 and 
which carried mail and express as 
far as Yale and Lillooet; and Barn- 
ards Cariboo Express, which event- 
ually bough out Dietz & Nelson and 
operated to the distant mines of the 
Cariboo and the Big Bend. 

Another short lived Express Co. 
was Gerow & Johnson’s British Col- 
umbia Express which obtained a con- 
tract in 1870 when Dietz & Nelson 
and Barnard disagreed on the terms 
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of the mail contract. They operated 
to interior points until 1872 when 
Barnard again took over. Covers are 
very rare and there is no evidence of 
co-operation with Wells Fargo.

Colonial Postage Stamps. 


The first Colonial postage stamps 
arrived in Victoria from London in 
March 1860, the value being 214d., 
this being: the equivalent of the 5- 
cents rate. Only a very few of these 
stamps were used :on Vancouver 
Island, and the old system of hand- 
stamping Wells Fargo covers con- 
tinued until late in 1865. Most of the 
242d stamps were used on the main- 
land, more or less in the manner of 
locals. They were used on letters be- 
tween the two Colonies, and also to 
prepay the fee charged by the Post 
Office on outgoing mail, but they 
had no franking power in the out- 
side world, so that it was still neces- 
sary to keep a stock of U.S. adhesiv- 
es for the latter purpose. On occas- 
ions when the Colonial Post Office 
ran out of U.S. stamps, cash had to 
accompany the letters to San Fran- 
cisco, and the American stamps 
would be added there.

Since last I set this down I have 
been up around the Toronto-Hamil- 
ton Axis and had a very pleasant 
time too. Saw plenty of stamp col- 


lectors, met some and renewed ac- 
quaintance with a few. Enjoyed Wal- 
ter Bayley closing down the Toronto 
Stamp Collectors’ Club, glad to see 
A. K. Grimmer after many months 
while .R M. Heenan tells me the C.P. 
S. Sales Department is going great 
guns. Spent a Sunday with Ed. 
Goodale, that perennial judge of 
philatelic - exhibitions, and Harold 
Humby of Hamilton. Gossip flew 
thick and fast and the afternoon 
train pulled out all too soon.

I also note by Thomas W. Raph- 
ael’s Circular dated July 8, 1864, 
from Montreal, posted with One 
Cent Rose, 1859, No. 14 (Scotts) and 
cancelled with Six Ring canceller, 
that imported cigars arrived in 
Montreal at Seventy-five cents per 
‘pound and gin at Thirty-five cents 
per gallon. Whisky was dearer how- 
ever, running to Seventy-five cents 
per gallon. 

Ben L. Morris’ new Christmas Seal 
catalogue referring to Canadian seals 
states, “All the seals are in two de- 
signs one for English and other for 
Canadians”. That’s sort of going off 
the deep end, Ben. Why not list the 
O’Connell seal too? 

Don’t forget that Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Mulock said that there would be 
anew Canadian issue about six 
months after the war was over. 

Since Scott bestowed the accolade 
of acknowledgement on Canadian 
booklet panes, and certain of these 
panes have leaped-into the higher in- 


come tax brackets—a suspicion aris- 
es that the Scissors Boys have 
muscled into the racket with a ven- 
geance! 

I could fill half a page listing en- 
tries in current auctions wherein the 
tab is either mysteriously “missing”, 
or has been “replaced.” 

Now, this situation smells in, on, 
and under ice! You know as well as 
I do that some of this stuff is as 
fishy as a mermaid’s under-pinnings. 
Oh, here and there one of these 
panes might have been the real Mc- 
Coy, removed from its original book- 
let away back in the dear old ignor-
